“The city of Baku is facing a 
tragic situation. ... The city is 
dressed in black in mourning for 
about 100 victims including chil- 
dren. women and old men,** he 
said. 

Soviet troops crashed through 
barricades and fought with 
armed Azerbaijanis in their 
capital, Baku, on Saturday, in an 
effort to end racial riots between . 
the majority Muslim Azer- 
- b^janisand the mainly Christian 
Armenian minority in the region. 

Pasha-zadeh claimed Gorba- 
cbev was given false informauon 
about the situation in Azer- 
baijan. 

“This prompted Tiirn to take a 
precipitous and costly decision 
as the Soviet troops did when 
they occupied Afghanistan, and 
when they intervened in Cze- 
choslovakia in 1968." he added. 

“Our religious administration 
has always called for a peaceful 
and democratic solution of the 
problem beween Azerbaijan and 
Armenia that should spare the 
blood of Muslims and their 
Christian brothers, the Armen- 
ians," Pasha-zadeh added. 

The ofTicial Soviet news 
agency Tass r^orted that 83 
people, including 14 soldiers, 
were killed in the Soviet military 
thrust into Baku.

NEW DELHI, Jan 22: The 
government today filed prelimin- 
ary charges against the Sw^ish 
anns manufacturer A.B. Bofors. 
accusing the comrany of cheat- 
ing India out or $50 million 
dollars in a 1986 arms deal. 

Investigators said former 
Indian prime minister Rajiv 
Gandhi would be among those 
questioned. 

The first information report 
(FIR), has listed 14 accused per- 
sons and “others." including for- 
mer AB Bofors president Martin 
Ardbo, Win'Cbadda of the 
Anatronic General Corporation 
and the London-based indus- 
trialist G.P. Hinduja. Other 
accused persons are noi iden- 
lified by name and are only 
referred to as directors and ben- 
eficiaries of certain companies, 
including Bofors, Anatronic. 
Svenska. Pitco/Moresco/Moin- 
eao SA of Swttzerlaiid and the 
A.E. Services of the United 
Kingdom. 

These are companies to which 
payments have been admittedly 
made by Bofors, totallingin all to 
more than 3I9.4m Swedish 
kroner (SEK), that is about 


rupees 64 crores at the then 
prevailing exchange rates. 

Bofors was one of the major 
issues on which Prime Minister 
V.P. Singh swept to power last 
November and he had promised 
to reveal the names of the 
recipients of the commission 
paid in the deal within 15 days of 
assuming office. While that 
deadline has long passed, Singh 
said efforts (o identify the 
recipienis would continue. The 
government has already barred 
Bofors from all future contracts 
in India in a bid to mount pres- 
sure on it to reveal the names. 

Two days ago. a government 
spokesman said it was more 
interested in finding out who got 
the money than in recovering the 
amount involved from Bofors. 
The Swedish company had 
reportedly a g r eed last November 
to reimburse to the Indian gover- 
nment the Rs.64 crores said to 
have been paid as commission. 

In a rather unusual step, the 
filing of the FI R was announced 
by Central Burau of Investiga- 
tion (CBIJ director Rajendra 
Shekhar himself at a crowded 
press conference. The FIR in a

to a Swiss bank on 30 May 1986. 

This single remittance was 
created in Switzerland in four 
currencies, namely US dollars, 
Swiss franc, French franc and 
European Curraicy Unit in the 
ratio 60 per cent, IS percent and 
10 per cent respectively. This 
indicates that there were four dif- 
ferent beneficiaries. 

The FIR highlights this undue 
se cr e c y and usual credit pattern 
which the CBl feels are indicative 
of dandestine dealings. 

The FIR further states that 
after the aUegation of bribery 
was made by the Swedish state 
radio in its broadcast on April 16 
1987 the persons involved m the 
conspiracy set in motion various 
cover up operations.

Researcher expects success against Aids in 90s 


NEW YORK, Jan 22, (AP): By the end 
of the 1990s, Aids may not be curable 
but it is likely to becomea manageable 
chronic dise^ that doesn'tshorten life 
expectancy, a leading US government. 
Aids resea^er has said. 

“I have a good deal of confldence ... 
that weean look forward to the 1 990s as 
the kind ofa decade where that goalcan 
be realised,” said Dr Anthony Faud, 
director of the national programme to 
test and evaluate new anti-Aids drugs. 


He ^oke Sunday at the New Yoric- 
Italy medical symposium in New York. 

Learning to manage and control 
Aids is not the same as curing it. Tbe 
treatments of the 1990s will probably 
have to be cootiniied for life in p^le 
infected with the human immun- 
odefldency vims, or HIV, that causes 
Aids, be said. 

Faud is the director of the National 
Institute of Allegyand Infectious Dis- 
eases in Bethesda, Maiyland, one of the 


US national institutes of health. The 
institute operates a national Aids drug- 
testing programme which some lO.OM 
people are subjects in experimental 
tests at 46 medical centres across the 
United States. 

faud said be based his optimistic 
piMiction for the 1990s on the growing 
understanding-of the workings of the 
Aids vims, ^e success in Aids treat- 
ment aclueved so far, and a philoso- 
phical shifl in the way the US govern- 


ment makes new dmgs available. 

Until now. Aids dmgs have 
developed largeW by screening availa- 
ble substances for posrible anli-vlral 
activity, be said. The increasing under- 
standing of how the virus infects cells, 
kills them and reproduces is leading lo 
new drugs aimed directly at each of 
those steps in the virus' growth, Faud 
said. 

"Already there are several dmgs 
ready to go into (human) clinical tri^ 


that have been specifically tailored to 
HIV.” Faud said. 

Faud said researchers scored several 
successes against .Aids during the 
1980s. 

First, they improved care of the sick. 
Id 1 985, less than 40 per cent of people 
diagnosed with .Aids survived 1 8 mon- 
ths. By 1987, 60 per cent lived at least 
that long alter diagnosis, Fauci said. 

Second, researchers discoxered that 
trealinent could be helpful in people 


who are infected xx iih H IV but have not 
vet become sick. For e.xample. drugs to 
protect jgainM pncunuvNSiis carinii 
pneumonia, an often fui.ii Aids com- 
plication. cun nou sharply reduce its 
frequency.

World’s first 
lung implant 

Docs set to perform 


HERSHEY, Pennsylvania, Jan 
22, (UPl): Doctors at Penn State 
University's Hershey medical 
centre say they are ready to 
implant the world's first artificial 
lung into a human reeijnent. 

Dr. Kane Hi^ a professor of 
anesthiology,said the membrane 
lung similar to those used on a 
heart lung-machine is ready to be 
tested, and the seaidi for i»tient 
hasb^un. 

The new dextice will be the first 
to be directly inserted in the 
body, where doctors hope it will 
take over lung function until the 
patient's own hmgs can heal. 

Artificial lungs for humans 
have been axound for years, but 
all have involved removing 
blood to an outside unit for 
oxyKO enrichment 

If the artifidal Imtt works, it 
could help victims ofwhat doc- 
tors adult requratoiy dis- 
tress syndrome, serious res- 
piratory failure caused by 
trauma or infection. 

Among the candidates for the 
lung would be victims of near- 
droximing. smoke inhalation and 
pneumonia. High said lung can- 
cer patients in the early stages of 
the dise^ also may boBefit from 
the artificial hing. 

High said doctors xvill choose a 
patient in a life-threatening 


situation to receive the first 
implant 

"As soon as a suitable patient 
is identified ... he will be trans- 
ported to Hershey and the device 
win be bni^antra,” High said. 
“We want to test the safety of the 
dextioe and see how it performs in 
humans. 

‘Tn this phase of the study 
we're hopingit will assist patients 
who are connected to ventilatore 
and can't get carbon dioxide out 
of their lungs,” said. “This 

device will take over for them.”

Top advisers to the mayor, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said that the mayor is 
considering checking into the 
Betty Ford Clinic m Rancho 
Mirage, California and two 


unnamed clinics in the Washing- 
ton area. A decision on where the 
mayor will be treated is expected 
before today, the aides said. 

Barry 's brief statement was the 
latest event in an unfolding 
drama that has riveted the 
nation's capital since the mayor 
was arrested on drug charges last 
Thursday night 

While Barry did not say 
whether he is sunering from drug 
abuse, others did. 

Herbert O. Reid Sr., one of the 
mayor's closest personal adv- 
isors, said he hoped that from 
Barry's travails “we can all learn 
sometUng about drug addic- 
tion.*’ 

“He's doing the right thing,” 
Reid said. “I am -- we all are — 
relieved, because many of us 
have suspected for some time 
t^t he has had aproblem."

Abortion rift in 
Bush family 

Activists hold rally 


NEW YORK, Jan 22, (AP): US 
President George Bush ai^ his 
family are deeply divided on the 
abortion issue, with the women 
pro-choice and the men anti- 
abortion, Newsweek magazine 
reported in this week's issue. 

liie US news magazine said it 
learned that Bush and his wife 
^bara discussed the issue at a 
recent family gathering with 
their children and spouses. 

The fan^y split down the mid- 
dle; all the men were anti-abor- 
tion and all ^ women werepro- 
choice, Newsweek said, without 
identii^g its source. 

The magazine added that 
some of the women, includiim 
First L^y Barbara Bush, said 
abortion Mould not be without 
controls, but they believed in a 
woman's right to choice in cer- 
tain drcumstanoes. 

Mrs Bush has refused to ans- 
wer reporters' questions about 
her personal view on abortion. 

March 

Bush opposes abortion except 
to save the mother's life or in 
cases of rape or incest. He 
opposes federal funding of abor- 
tions except to save the mother's 
life. 

Bush last year vetoed three 
bills over abortion-related issues. 
Some Republican strate^^es 
blame the party’s hard-line 
stance against abortion ri^ts for 
recent defeats. 

Bush has said his opposition to 
abortion is unwavenn^ but that 
the Republican Party is la^ 
enou^ to embrace people with 
diiTering views on the issue. 

Abortion supporters, marking 
the 17th anniversary of the US 
Supreme Court's landmark rul- 
ing, raised the spectre of Roman- 
ia's former communist repres- 
sion today in warning against a 

rollback of abortion ri^ts. 

As opponents of abortion 
prepared to rally outside the 
White House, the head of the 
national abortion rights action 
league told a gathering on 
Capitol Hill that legalising abor- 
tions was one of the first steps 
Romania took after overthrow- 
ing its hated dictator last month, 
travesty 

“Romanians know firsthand 
what most Americans can only 
imagine - - the deadly imp^ of 
government bans on abortion," 
^tri Kate Michelroan, executive 
director of the abortion-rights 
lobbying group. 

“It would be a travesty if the 
Unitkl States, the beacon of 


democracy inthe world, 
applauded Romania's reforms 
adopting repressive anti- 
dioice laws here at home," he 
said. 

Activists on both sides of the 
issue — sensing 1990 will be a 
pivotal year in the political 
debate on abortion — held com- 
peting events marking the 
anniversary of the Roe vs Wade 
decision ^at legalised abortions. 

Abortion foes expected tens of 
thousands of marches in 
Washington, and more at 
smaller events around the coun- 
try. 

Bush promised to speak over a 
loudspeaker by telephone to the 
anti-abortion crowd gathered on 
the Ellipse, a park behind the 
White House. It was the same 
method he used at a similar rally 
last year, when the new president 
called abortion an "American 
tragedy.” 

After hearing Bush and a han- 
dful of congressmen and other 
spacers, the crowd planned to 
march up Pennsylvania avenue 
to the US Capitol and the 
Supreme Court. 

Landmark 

Activists across the United 
States Sunday commemorated 
the 1 7th anniversary of the land- 
mark Supreme Court decision 
legalising abortion by attending 
dmreh ceremonies, staging mar- 
ches and partaking in other 
activities marking a "black day" 
for opponents and “a victory" 
for supporters. 

*‘The Supreme Court isn't 
doing anything to save the 25 
million Irbies slaughtered over 
the last 17 years," said Nellie 
Gray, president of the anti-abor- 
tion march for life in Washing- 
ton, DC. "This is a black day for 
us. We’re not going to go away 
until all innocent life in America 
is saved.” 

Victory 

Sheri O'Dell, vice-president of 
the National Organisation for 
Women, said a march planned in 
the nation's capital Monday was 
particularly important to abor- 
tion rights supporters because of 
tile Supreme Court's decision 
last summer giving states greater 
leeway to restrict abortion. 

“It's always important to com- 
memorate Roe vs. Wade but it’s 
real critical this year because of 
the Webster decision handed 
down last year and more abor- 
tion cases currently before the 
court," O’Dell said Sunday.

US study links overpopulation to ignorance in Third World countries: more schools for women needed 


WASHINGTON. Jan 22, <AP): More schools and 
more jobs for women would do most to hold down 
huge growth in the numbers of people in the 'Third 
World, a report by the population institute said 
yesterday. 

It found a link between ignorance and over- 
population. 

“The population explosion is no longer a predic- 
tion. It's already here." according to the institute, an 
advocacy group on this issue. 

The study noted that last year, the world's 
population increased by more than 90 millioD peo- 


Ricfa countries like the United States have 
ignorant people as well as the Third World, though 
there are fewer. The report said that among people 
in some industrial countries, one in 10 is “function- 
ally illiieraie.'"rhat is. they can read and write some, 
but they can not follow printed instructions to write 
a simple letter. 

The report said about 9(X) million of the world’s 
5.5 billion people cannot read, and that almost two 
out of every th^ illiterates are women. 

“In Sudan women with no formal education had. 


on average, 6.5 children," it said. "But Sudanese 
women with four to six^eaxs of school averaged fiw 
children and those with seven or more years of 
school averaged 3.4 children." 

Tn Mexico ... uneducated women had an average 
of eight children but women with seven or more 
years ofeducation averaged 2.7,” the report sakL '

College freshmen mix liberal, conservative views 

Poll finds a growing tendency towards political activism 


WASHINGTON, Jan 22, (UPl): Increas- 
ing numbers of US college freshmen sup- 
port legal abortion and stricter environ- 
■ mental laws but their views on crime 
drug use are becoming more conservative, 
a national suTvey showed yesterday. 

TTie poll of more than 200,000 fteslmen 
"in 1989 by the American Counal on 
Education also found a growing 
toward political activism and a demiK m 
the n umber of freshmen interested m a 
business cancer. 

The number of students saying they had 
earned a varsity letter in sports reached an 
all-time high, while fewer fieshmM repor- 
ted doing outside reading or visiting an art 
^lerv or a museum. 

One dramatic finding of the survey was 
an increase in support Tor legal abortion. 
Support had reinmned stable beiweto 
( per cent and 59 per cent since 1977, but it 
'S^ftSm^pTreentin l988to64.7per 
centlnl989. 


“An abfupt dia^ in student attitudes 
of this magnitude in just one year is most 
unusual," said Alexaoder Astin, a UCLA 
education professor who directed the 24th 
annual survey. “It may weQ reflect the 
students' growing concern about the 
current supreme court*sporition." 

For fifth consecutive yev, concern 
about the environment grew, with 86.3 per 
cent saying the federal government is not 
doing enou^ to controUpoQution, com- 
pared with 83.9 per cent in 1988 and 80.9 
per cent in 1987. 

Support for National Health Care rose 
to 7S.8 per one fnmi 60.5 per cent three 
years bmore, while support for laws ban- 
ning bmnosexual bdiaviour fell to 4S.4per 
cent in 1989 from 49 per cent in 1988 and 
53.1 per cent in 1987.

Struggle for new image 

VIENNA, Jan 22, (AP): Democratic refomtsin East European nations 
and the waning of the cold war have not ended those countries' foreign 
e^onage activities, according to Western specialists. 

Aperts sey East European spies are still on the job, even though the 
security and e^onage agencies thi^ serve are facing reorganisation 
under new governments. 

Authorities in East Germany, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Poland 
and Bulgaria have all said that securiQr ibroes have a place even in open 
societito. TiaditionaUy these nations have combined internal security 
operations with foreign espionage. 

But tbe ecact size and mandato of the sulTiringseJ^fott — as well as 
tbe fate of their foreign esfrionage networks — is mostly obscured by the 
traditional lack of public accountal^ty. 

One new development is that under democratic leaders, some cloak- 
and-dajgger operations of the past, such as tbe 1978 assassination of 
Bul^rian writer and defector Geoigi Markov, are being denounced 
and investigated. But nowhm have espionage a^ncics been totally 
disbanded.

It is not clear what is happening to East Germany's fonnidable 
fordm e^onage department, but West Germans have expressed fears 
diat East Germn spies will use the open borders to slip into the 
country. 

West German Interior Minister Wolfgang Sdiaeuble said that East 
Ceimany, for one, continues its foreign espionage activities. 

Gennany’s opposition has made the abolition of the secret 
service the top issue in the current oppositioii-govemment talks in the 
nffl-tip to May 6 elections. 

In Washington, CIA chief William Webster said in a speech Nov 29, 
when only Romania was still untouched- by reform, that Soviet bloc 
espionage had increased.

US opposes: Britain adamant on boat people 


GENEVA, Jan 23, (UPI): Involved nations began two days of talks 
today on alternatives to Britian's declared intention to forcibly send 
back thousands of Vietnamese boat people crowding Hong Kong 
camps. 

The United States said it Femains opposed to British policy because 
there are still no assurances that repatriated refugees will be fairty 
treated. 

"Our position is stilt against forced repatriation until the situation in 
^tnam chafes," said a spokesman for the US delation, led by 
Robert Funseti^ assistant di^uty secretary of state for refu^ affairs. 

"Conditions in Vietnam still preclude fair treatment of returning 
refugees," the spokesman said. 

The two-day meeting involved 
the 15 nations pres e nted on a 
steering committee established 
under a "comprehensive plan of 
action" for Indochinese refugees 
agreed at a Geneva conference 
last summer. 

Members comprise Asian 
countries of refi^ee origin and of 
tirst asylum plus the Western 
countries provid^ final reset- 
tlement possibilities. 

About 10 additional nations 
were attenting the Geneva meet- 
ing. 

Last year's plan centred on 
encouraging the voluntary 
renim of rdnigees and findi^ 
alternatives to forced lepatiia- 
tioo, which violates baac prind- 
ples of the office of the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR). 

Vietnam, at the 1989 con- 
ference plec^ed not to discrimin- 
ate against leturmng nationals 
— a promise hardly yet put to the 
test because of the sn^ numbers 
agreeing to voluntajry return. 

Britaiir before Christmas 
caused a furore by an initial for- 


British officials, however, reiterated the policy of Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher that boat people determined to be "economic" 
rather than ’’political" refugees and refusing to retnm voluotarily will 
be forcibly repatriated.

The paper said public support 
for the ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party stood at 48 per 
cent, compared with 30 per cent 
for the No. 1 opposition Japan 
Socialist Party. 

Political sources said the LDP 
and opposition parties formally 
agreed to dissolve the lower 
house tomorrow afternoon after 
voting for three pending bil^ 
including government subsidies 
to farmers.

World’s tallest mao dies: Gabriel esuvo 

Mondlane, reportedly the tallest man in the world at 
more than 8 feet, has died of mjuries sustained whm 
be accidentally fell down in the backyard of his 
Maputo home, the state-run daily Noticias reported 
Tuesday. He was 45. 

Mondlane, recognised by the Guinness Book of 
Records as the tallest living man in the worid at 8 feet, 
3/4 inches (245.7 cm) di^ Sunday, said Notidas, 
which estimated his height at 2.7 metres.

Mongolians defy ban 


BEUING. Jan 22, (AP): Mongolian refonocfs 
defied a ban on unautoorised demonstrations and 
took to toe streets of toe cajnial for the second 
straight weekend.in a'rally that drew S.OOO people, a 
Western source said today. 

The source, speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said police made no attempt to break up the rally in 
the central square of Ulan Bator despite the ban on 
street gatherings imposed last lliur^y.

Democratic Union, lasted nearly two hours in tem- 
peratures hovering around -23 Ccldiis (-9 Fahren- 
heit). said toe source, who came to ^jing today 
ffoin Ulan Bator. 

The union, which daims 70.000 supporters, has 
presented the first open organised oppostion to a 
government ruled by the Communist Party smee 
192], longer than any other country outside Mon- 
golia's patron state, the Soviet Union. 

Thegroup organised two small demonstratioas in 
December and another on Jan 14 that drew about 
5,000 people. It had official permission for all three 
of those gatherii^ 

So far, both sides appear to be trying to avdd a 
confirontation, althou^ the govenunent's ban on 
demonstrations and tlu group's defiance of the ban 
may have hardened their adversarial positions.

The leader of the MOU, Sanjaasuran Zorig, 
speaking at a news conference after toe rally, did not 
rule out confrontation with toe government but said 
his group puts “great hopes on the sober minds” of 
govemment leaders. 

He said his group regards itself asa guarantor for 
develojMng and denning democracy in Mongolia 
and that it stands for a multipany political system. 

Zorig blamed Mongolia's low level of economic 
development on centim controls over the economy 
and state ownership of proper^. 

There also is growing nationalism, diplomats 
said. Among movement demands have been the 
removal of two statues in Ulan Bator of Soviet 
dictator Josef Stalin — one has already been pulled 
down — and a reappraisal of the I3th cenuuy 
warrior leader Genghis Khan. 

■ “Genghis Khan was made a bad guy under the 
Soviets,” a diplomat said. “Now the academics and 
toe newspapers are rehabilitatiiig him, and they 
want it to be official.'* 

The government response has been moderate. 
Communist Party officials met last week vrith 
Democratic Union leaders and reportedly have 
agreed to further talks. 


Nato is worried 


BRUSSELS, Jan 22. (Reuter): 
Far from voicing jubilation and 
triumph, Nato is worried about 
the growing demands in Eastern 
Europe for Soviet troops to go 
home. 

“It could be bad news for us if 
the Soviets get kicked out of Eas- 
tern Europe imcerempniously,” 
said one omcia] at the alUa^'s 
Brussels headquarters, who 
asked not to be identified. “That 
now looks a distioci possibiUty.’' 

A hasty witbdraa^ by Mos- 
cow, undv pressure from people 
in its ODce-subtnissive Warsaw 
Pact allies, could push the 
orderly process of arms control 
off the r^, Nato diplomats say. 

It could destroy any remaining 
coherence that the Warsaw Pact 
has, depriving the West of a sta- 
ble negotiating partner. 

But fears are also being voiced 
within the 16-nation North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
(Nato) that if Soviet forces go 
home quickly, toe Americaas 
may be asked to do the same. 

“If the Soviets- agree to go 
quietly, it will be much Harder for 
us toconrincepeoplein the West 
that US troops should stay,” said 
one diplomaL 

Nato, which has relied on a 
massive US military presence in 
Western Europe for more than 
40 years, arguto that it needs to 
keep American forces here 
because of the difficulty of rein- 
forcement across toe Atlantic in 
time of crisis. 

Czechoslovakia' has already 
told Moscow its wants all teriet 
troops out by the end of the year, 
while Hungary has said they 
must go by 1991 at the latest.

Start talks begin 

GENEVA, Jan 22, (Reuter): US and Soviet officials today 
prroaied to resume nuclear arms negotiations earlier than expec- 
ted in a push to clear away obstacles to a Start treaty by a June 
summiu 

The heads of the two delegations, US Ambassador Richard 
Burt and Soviet Ambassador Yuri Nazarldn, scheduled a first 
meeting Monday afternoon ( 1 400 GMT) of the 1 3th round of the 
Strategic Anns R^uction Talks (Start). 

Originally officials said toe talks would resume only after US 
Secretary of State James Baker tried to iron out some differences 
m Moscow vnto Soviet Forogn Mixi^ter Eduard Shevardnadze 
in talks set for Feb 6-7. 

“It's an indication of a desire to get going,” a spokesman for 
toe US delegatioa told Reuters shortly before toe talks restarted. 
“We're here to solve the problems.” 

The negotiations aim to halve the superpowers' long-range 
nuclear arms arsenals to 6,000 nuclear warheads each in what 
would be the most far-reaching arms accord ever. 

Delegations finished toe last round on Dec 8 convinced a 
treaty was within reach after 10 weeks of talks and the Malta 
summit in December between Presidents Mikh^ Gorbachev 
and Grorge Bush.

Shop owners demand more protection

Some shop owners have installed expen- 
sive alans devices, others closed-circuit 
television and others have employed 
security guards — all costing them flnan- 
dal overhead. These extra finandal costs 
have then to be added to the cost of goods 
which have to be borne ^ customers. 

There has been a' heightened demand 
from tiiesc owners for increasing security 
measures to prevent such crimes 
occuring. 


A local daily interviewed a number of 
victims to obtain a first hand report of such 
burglaries. 

Adnan Jabri, owner of a restaurant at 
Jabra Street said that on the morning of 
Nov 21, last year, he opened his shop as 
usual and was surprised to find it in dis- 
array and the safe mx missing. He infor- 
med the police that he recalled three 
youths wh^o had visited the restaurant 
three days prior to the incident. He said 
they were acting in a suspicious manner. 
He claimed that the safe contained 
RDIOOO a number of documents. 

Security men concluded that the thieves 
had entered throu^ a back door of the 
lestauranL 

Fortune 

Nazaret Yaqoob, the owner of a 
jewell^ and gold shop in Jahra Street said 
that his shop was recently robbed of valua- 
bles estimated at KD40,000 — his entire 
fortune. He said that security personnel 
will be successful in apprehend^ the cul- 
prits and recovering nis stolen items. 


Hussain Faiaj, the owner of a money 
exchange shop at Duaij Souq said that bus 
shop was robbed two months ago. He said 
that the thieves broke through the main 
buOding entrance and burgled ten shops 
on the same night. 

He said that due to the thickness of the 
steel vault, the thieves could not decamp 
with the main loot, but stole some foreign 
currency which was on display. One of the 
security guards working at the building 
tried to chase the robbm, but could not 
apprehend them due to old age. 

After the robbery he said, he has ins- 
talled security alanns and steel doors. 
After short period of time from the 
incident involving the bur^i^ ofhisshop, 
16 other shops were robb^ in the adjacent 
building. He added that all shop owners 
are now thinkin g of banding logger and 
ordering private security guards.

Sedeq Maarati, the owner of a jewtsUery 
shop states that his shop is located at a 
commerdal complex which contains more 
than 40 similar shops which are all insured 
against robbery and ther^ore th^ are 
forced to put ^ of their jewdl^ inside 
their treasury boxes before leaving every 
night 

He demanded more security adding that 
police forces are not responsible for the 
security guardsattbeconqrlex. He stressed 
that ite shortage of security men and 
patrols at such eomidexes have attracted 
robbers. He hoped that the Ministry of 
Interior wdll hire well-trained security 
guards at these shops beside installing stem 
doors at co-operative societies entrances 
instead of the currently used automatic 
doors.

Businesses under threat

COMPUTER viruses are news in the Gulf. The 
'Brain', 'Jerusalem', 'Ping Pong Ball', the 'Aids 
Information Disk' and other viruses have invaded 
public and private computer systems. What are 
computer viruses, how do they work and bow does 
one get rid of thm. There are three types of min- 
iature computer programmes which are called 
viruses: a bomb, a trojan horse or a wonn. Experts 
disagree on exact terminology, but they do agree on 
the feet that viruses either act immediately or have a 
delayed action. 

The first type is a bomb. A bomb acts immediately 
afterentering the computer system. The programme 
must have b^n previously copied onto the floppy or 
hard disk as a COM, or BAT file. When the 
computer is switched on, the infected disk loads the 
bomb into RAM and activates it. Once activated, it 
executes instructions which range from changing 
file contents, erasing all files, refonnating disks, 
changing CMOS memory, or displaying on the 
monitor little *^c-Man’ creatures or bouncing 
balls. 

The second typeisa trojan horse. The trojan horse 
enters the computer in the same manner of a bomb. 
However.ilexecutesdifTerent instructions. UnUkea 
bomb which works immediately, a trojan horse is a 
delayed action programme. It is load^ into RAM 
as a TRS (Tenninate and Stay Resident) utility. It 
stays in the background like 'Sidekick' or other 
popular 'hot key' utilities. 

Only after a specked action occurs does the 
trojan horse activate itself. That action could be the 
occurrence of a selected date, or a specified sequence 
of key strokes, or the re-booting of the computer a 
certain number oftimes. Its destructive activities are 
very similar to a bomb's: it either corrupts files or 
binders operation of the computer. 

The third type of virus is a worm. It is loaded into 
RAM fike a trojan horse and is activated by a 
delayed action. A worm normally does not destroy 
flies, instead it slows down the computer's opera- 
tion. A typical worm will cause the computer to 
relatively copy a file until the hard disk is too full to 
efriciently operate. Or, it will issue instructions to 
continuously check and re-check the addition of a 
number, the spelling of a word, or the availability of 
u file on the hard disk. A properly executed worm 
will gradually slow down a computer until it is no 
longer operable. At that point the bard disk must be 
tormaied, losing most data. 

A bomb, a trojan horse or a worm that cannot 
replicate itself is not a virus: that b, it will not spread 
10 other computers by itself. A true virus can 
uu tomatically copy itself onto floppy and hard dUks 
ar.d over modems, thus infecting any computer with 
which it comes in contact. 

Few viruses begin as deliberate attempts to des- 
irov Computers or databases. Many viruses start as 
jokes or experiments. In 1988 an experimental virus 
at Internet in the US went out of control and in only 
a few days it had replicated itself in over M,000 
computers around the world. Many of Internet's 
customers, including the US Department of 
Defence immediately stopped using Internet's 
service. The reputed cost of Internet for this 
“experiment" was a loss of over S 1 00 million. 

Computers only become irifected with viruses 
when someone unknowingly or purposely loads a 
programme which contains the virus code. Most 
viruses are spread on floppy dbks. usually floppy 
disks which contain pirated software. Very few 
viruses are spread on original software or through 
modems. 

When an individual computer becomes infected 
by a virus, the simplest corrective method is to 


reformat the hard dbk. This procedure eliminates 
the virus from the hard disk but it abo eliminates all 
software and data from the bard disk. The software 
must be reloaded from backed-up coi»es of origina] 
software dbkettes, and not from pirated copies. 
Reloading pirated software will most likely re- 
introduce the virus and cause a repeat of the 
problem. Data flies can be reloaded from back-up 
diskettes or back-up tapes. Trained users on stand- 
alone systems always back up data files on a weekly 
or bi-weekly basb. The corrective action to reformat 
the hard dbk and reload the software and data files 
can be performed in 4 to 5 hours. 

A greater threat of computer viruses is to users of 
Local Area Networks, that is. computers which are 
linked by cables in order to share common hard- 
ware, software and data. Ctaoe a virus has spread 
through a network, it b very difficult to trace and 
diminate. Networks do not spread viruses, rather, 
networks become contamina^ with viruses. Once 
a virus infects a network’s file server, it can very 
easily replicate itself in all computers on the net- 
work. By the lime a virus is detected, it will most 
likely have made itself resident in each hard dbk on 
the network. Geansing a single infected computer 
on the network will not eliminate a network virus. 
To eftectively remove the virus, every computer on 
the network must be systematically shut down, 
cleansed and certifled to be virus free. Only then can 
the original non-pirated software be reloaded onto 
the network. 

After the network has regained its integrity and 
the non-pirated software has been reioMcd, the 
data files can be reloaded. Hopefully, all company 
databases were backed-u^ before the virus attacked, 
otherwise that information will be lost Since a 
netwoiic database b one a company's most valuable 
resources, it should be backed-up on a daily basis. 
The cost of losing the valuable database exceeds the 
costs of daily bac^-ups and routine virus check-ups, 
and definitely exceed saving a few dinars through 
the use of pirated software. 

There are trained professionals who use sys- 
tematic procedures to detect and remove network 
viruses. After the network integrity has been re- 
established they will systematically reload the soft- 
ware and database. Depending on the network size, 
the correction process could mke a trained profes- 
sional from a couple of days to a week or longer. 

Ifa virus does strike your company's network, it b 
better to immediately bring in professionals to min- 
imize the risk of dazriage to your valuable database, 
in-house siafT might try to rectify the problem 1^ 
using their own randomly applied methods, but they 
may not entirely destroy the virus. In the mean time, 
the company's valuable database could be corrup- 
ted or totally erased. 

The highest level of threat from computer virus is 
to government agencies. Around the world, special- 
ist consultants are studying the impact of deliberate 
use of computer viruses to destroy vital infrastruc- 
tures such as communication exchanges, power 
grids, security records, and so forth. Injecting a 
computer virus into a national resource is a serious 
crime and not simply a mUiake from using pirated 
software. Government agencies are now enlbrcing 
tough new laws to counteract perpetrators of com- 
puter crime. 

The best advice for computer users, whether a 
stand-alone or network user, is to a void contracting 
a virus; by not using pirated software, by controlling 
access to your computers, and by creating and 
enforcing anti-virus procedures. And perhaps most 
importanL just as humans must consult with profes- 
sionals when a virus is contracted, so must a com- 
pany or an agency turn to trained professionab 
when a computer virus is contracted.

He said timt the Central Statis- 
tical Office would perform a 
study aimed at determining the 
workforce — a research that' 
would include providing 
estimated projections of popula- 
tion increases, based on the 
social status, educational level, 
age-categories, race and nation- 
lity. 

He said that the office had 
endevoured over the past years to 
overcome delays at the forngn 
trade statistical sector, reduce 


of the availability of the statis- 
tical data and that of its actual 
publication. 

UfKlate^ 

He also pointecT out that the 
office^- actuary -rntre^Uped 
^[>eaai teclmoloCTio st^ up ^ 
colectibn and pubGcation of stat- 
btical data three years ago and 
that the office had even before 
that time started to use personal 
computers systems. 

The office last year started also 
to operate a new technology by 
which all data stored on com- 
puters would constantly and 
regularly be updated, Ameem 
said . This technolc^ was used to 
u^ate the statistical ency- 
clopaedic system and foreign 
trade data and would be used to 
update other data systems upon 
completion. 

Ameem said that within the 
frame work of the massive 
development plan of the statis- 
tical sector, a new system for 
national calculations had been 
programmed to eftldently res- 
pond to a similar system u^ by 
the United Nations. 

He added that National Cal- 
culations division at the minis- 
try was generating numerous 
bulletins and statistical econ- 
omic r^orts to feed based tys- 
tem within the same period 
needed to generate this data in all 
countries of world; namely 
three years.

Ameem stressed that major 
difflculties encountered in tiie 
line of work were the del^ in 
receiving or sending data from 
foreign agencies, the lack of co- 
ordination between the minb^ 
and other government minis- 
teries and dqiartinents as to the 
determination of the quality and 
tyM of data required. 

He went on to say that the 
ofTice had on a number of 
occasions attempted to sort out 
all these obstacles whidi entailed 
personal interviews with senior 
government officials, but all 
these efforts came to nought 

The minimum time span bet- 
ween one census and another was 
internationally agreed at 10 
years, Ameem said.

Condoms may raise 
risk of breast cancer 

Official circles discount study

DOCTORS at the University of 
NcKth Carolina school of public 
healtii last month publidied a 
smdy claiming that the use of 
barrier contraceptives exposes 
women to twice the risk of a 
complication called preeclamp- 
sia during a subsequent preg- 
nancy as those who use other 
birth control measures. Pre- 
ecUunpsia is~ a toxic pr^nancy 
which can make the mother ill 
with high blood pressure and 
swell^ because of an incom- 
patibility between the mother’s 
immune system and the develop- 
ing foetus, doctors said. 

In another study, carried out 
before the onslau^t of the killer 
disease Aids, Dr Ame Gjor^ov, 
currently with Kuwait's medical 
faculty, suggested that women 
who u^ condoms faced a risk of 
developing br^t cancer which 
was about five times the risk of 
women who other forms of 

contraception. GJorgpv, a 
Yugoslav mdemiologist ^o 
conducted his research at the 
Hospital of the University of 
Pennsylvania, Philadelphia-, 
estimated that the non-use of 
condoms would reduce the 
incidence of breut cancer in the 
US by SO per cent The study 
earned hhn a doctoral degree at 
the school of public health at the 
University of North Carolina, 
Chapel Hill, in 1978. 

Discounted 

Both studies have been 
received with reservations in 
official medical circles. 

Aids exp^ in Britain and the 
US have dismissed studies that 
link the use of barrier contracep- 
tives to the risk of breast cancer 
and toxic pregnancy saying they 
are baseless and will have no 
effect on Ai^ control campaigns 
t^t promote the use of con- 
doms. 

’These studies can be totally 
discounted. There is overwhelm- 
ing sdentilic evidence and opin- 
ion to show that theseclaimsace. 
not sirificiently important to 
wzrramawasniHgtatheimU^ 
saidiDcMiticesh K^ila; dqnity:

The Cinitre for Disease Con- 
trol in Atlanta, Geor^ wbirti 
funds Aids prevention cam- 
paigns that promote the use of 
condoms, sa^ there is no con- 
dusive evidence to show that 
condoms expose womcui to risks 
of toxic pregnancy and breast 
cancer. 

"An isolated fmdingof asingle 
study does not cause concern,” 
spoi^woman Gayle Lloyd told 


the Arab Times. 

Neither she nor Kapila.believe 
That the public should be infor- 
med about studies or that 
their condom promotion cam- 
paigns should be modified as a 
result of the research. . 

"The public has the ri^t to be 
informed of the risks umiefa are 
cre^ble and conrideied impor- 
taziL Studies like these are with- 
out any foundation and will only 
cause anxiety," Kapila said. 

Gjorgov inrists that the public 
should be informed of health 
hazards and says every avenue 
Aould be explored to r^uoe the 
dead body count of both, breast 
cancer and Aids victims.

Accordingly, tbe min- 
istry bad d^ded to grant merchants a one year 
period whidi hu ended as of Jan 1. 1990 so they 
could settle their affairs. 

Implementation was further postponed for 
another period. But, merchants are still full of hope 
that the ministry mil consider diattgmg the decision 
of conducting modifications on imported 
etectrical applianoes. 

A local interviewed a number of electrical 
appliances importers, to see their views. 

Hassaa Sayed Abdullah, tbe mana^ of a 
Kuwaiti company which imports and distributes 
house electrical appliances said that they too care 
about tbe safety of consumers adding that the 
decision was in fact aimed at protecting consumers. 

He pointed out that they have taken all necessary 


Abdullah predicted that exporting countries may 
stop distribution of their products in tbe country if 
tte minisCry stayed firm towards tite decision. He 
pointed ont t^l many manufacturing companies 
already have other much bigger markets than 
Kuwait and that stopping their exports to Kuwait 
will not harm them asmueb. 

Another marketing manager said that tbe sales 
size of electrical appliances have dropped 
dramatically during tbe past eijgbt years. He called 
for reconndering importation operations to 
Kuwait

Turkish Ambassador to Kuwait 
GunerOziek hasannounced that 
the preliminary estimates 
indicate that the proposed 
“Peace Pipeline" project to 
provide Kuwait and other Arab 
and Arabian Gulf countries with 
water will cost S21 .5 billion. 

In interviews with two 
Kuwaiti dailies Oztek expected 
the Peace Pipeline to supply 
Kuwait witn around 600 
thousand cubic metres daily with 
a cost price of 25 fils for a 
thousand gallons. 

The ambassador pointed out 
lo two local Arabic newspapers 
that the project, which is still 
under study, will be transferring 
water from the Seyhan and Cey- 
han rivers, whose water flow is 
39.17 million cubic metres daily, 
by extending a pipeline that is 
divided into two routes. 

The lei^th of the western div- 
trion whira is 2650 kilometres 
will cross Syrian land over 
Alerpo. Homos and Damascus 
towards the Jordanian border, 
Amman and then to Tabouk in 
Saudi Arabia, Al Madinah, Jed- 
dah and ending in Makkah, he 
said. 

The Gulf line, whose length is 
3900 kilometres, will branch 
form the western pipeline in the 
Syrian city ofHammah, over the 
Jordanian hills towards the Iraqi 
bordera, crossing the petroleum 
tapline and reaching the Arabian 
Gulf coast through the Culf 
countries. 

Oztek added that the 
implementation period of this 
pr^ect would last from 8 10 10 
years most of the concerned par- 
ties in this project expressed their 
content when presented mth the 
projrot because oftbe great need 
for fresh water in the area, accor- 
ding to tbe ambassador. 

Ttie water flow in the western 
line will reach around 3.S million 
cubic metres daily whereas the 
CulfUne will have a water flow of 
2.5 million cubic metres daily, 
explain^ the ambassador. 

On the possibility of using tbe 
i^han and the Ceyhaa rivers ia 
~ ig the Ataturk Dam instead 
of cutting off tbe Euphrates river 
flow to Syria and Iraq, Oztek 
affirmed the technical impo^ 
sibility of accomplishing it 
because of the great distance bet- 
ween the dam and the two rivers 
which is around 1000 kilometres 
and the geographical conditions 
which wSl make it more costly. 

He clarified that the Ataturk 
is located exactly on the 
Euphrates river which makes it 
id^ for filling it. 

Oztek ruled out that Israel had 
a hand in the project and 
emphatically denied media news 
that Iraq had threatend to cut oil 
supplies to Turkey if the latter 
went ahead with its plan to fill the 
Ataturk Dam. 

Hie ambassador stressed the 
Turkish decision to implement 
tbe Ataturk project by saying 
that Turkey had previously 
informed Iraq and Syria on this 
technical matter. 

Turkey was always in the 
service of its neighbours during 
the time of drought when the 
natural flow of the Euphrates 
River was SO cubic metres a 
second and Turkey kept its com- 
mitment towards Iraq and Syria 
of 5(Kl cubic metre a second by 
providing them with water 
reserves in the Turkish-Karak- 
aya and Keban Dams, he 
underlined.

THE opinion of the state about the Monday meetings 
demanding resumption of parliamentary life has been 
addressed by the highest authorities in the land — H H the 
Amir and H H the Crown Prince and Premier.

Asian communists ding to power 


HANOI. Vietnam (AF): As thQ* nervously watch 
their Eastern Eur^jean comrades tumble ftom 
power, Vietnam and other communist states in Asia 
have deGantiy vowed to march down the socialist, 
one^)aity road into die 21st (xncucy. 

Unchmenged communist rule may be fast disap- 
pearing in Europe' .but it is makizig a stand in 
Yietnam, North Korea and China, where aging 
revolutionaries employed tanks and automatic 
rifles to crush last y^'s democracy movement. 

Analysts point to several reasons ulty Asian com- 
munists have avoided the fate of thm European 
counterparts so far. 

The largest communist st^es in Asia were foun- 
ded by hoine-grown nationalist leaders, such as 
Mao Zedong in China and Ho Chi Minh in Viet- 
nam. who. won Intimacy by defeating foreigD 
aggressors. 

Europe oommuttist govmnmenm, however, 
owed theirestahlishmentand continued existenceto ■ 
Moscow, and found thdr positions untenable when 
Prudent Mikhail Gorbachev decided the red anzty 
would no longer interfere militarily to prop them up. 

Asian nations ruled by conununkts also lack 
Europe's democratic experience, but have a strong 
Conrataan tradidoo, which emphasizes respe ct for 
authority. 

Furthm, there is no organized domestic opposi- 
tion to the Asian communist governments that 
would be comparable to 'the Solidarity trade union 
in Poland, which was a rallyrng point for dissenL

But informed sources, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, 
said Sayyaf was expected to dis- 
cuss with Saudi leaders a plan to 
elect a neu* Majlis Shura, or 
l5lantic-siy)e parliament, for the 
Muslim mujaJiedeen rebels who 
fought the Soviet army. 

They formed an interim 
Islamic government follOMi'tng 
the Soviet withdrawal last year 
and have vowed to topple a pro- 
Moscow government m Kabul. 

Saudi Arabia is a leading sup- 
porter of the mujahedeen and 
was the first country to recognise 
the ioterixtt government. 

The sources said that Sayyaf 
would be counting on Saudi con- 
nections with the various muja- 
hedeen factions to help him 
bridgedifTerencesthatplaguethe 
rebd forces.

Iran detains 
families abused:

NICOSIA, Jan 22, (AP); The 
main Iranian opposition group 
said today that the government 
in tbe Islamic republic was 
detaining the families of people 
tortured and executed to prevent 
them giving testimony to a 
United Nations human rights 
investigator. 

A United Nations delegation 
arrived in Tehran yesterday to 
begin the first major investiga- 
tion into alleged human ri^ts 
abuses in Iran since the 1979 
Islamic revolution. 

The offidal Islamic Republic 
News Agency, said the nussion 
was schraul^ to meet several 
senior Iranian offidals, but did 
not identify them. 

It is led by Reynaldo Galindo 
Pohl, tbe UN human rights com- 
mission's spedal envoy and an 
iniernatiotial law expert fh>m El 
Salvador. 

The opposition group Muja- 
hedeen Khalq, said in a 
statement today that Iranian 
security police started several 
days ago “mass arrests of 
families of victims of political 
executions and poJiticaiprison- 
ers — who are foremost among 
witnesses of human rights viola- 
tions in Iran." 

The siatement, telexed to tbe 
Associated Press from the 
group's Baghdad headquarters, 
said the detentions had taken 
place in Tehran, Bandar-Anzali, 
Lahijan and other provincial 
dties. It said those detained had 
been warned they would be puni- 
shed if they spoke to the inves- 
tigators. 

It said police had set up check 
points tn major dties, 150 in 
Tehran alone, lo check the 
movement of people who might

KUWATTS well known econos^ 
Jassem AI Saadoun yesterday advised 
theKuwaitChamberof Comnieree and 
Indiistzy to scop its partic^tioa pith 
the govonment in caring out reconP 
meo^tibns -included m an economic 
report aimed at reviving the stagnant 
Kuwait economy. . 

The maaa^ng director of Alshall 
Economic Consultant launched a 
severe cnCidsin on the ^vemmeat- 
spoDSored report, pafticularly the part 
relating to the setUemeot of the bank 
debtcri^. But A) Saadoun admitted at 
a speoal seminar called by the Kuwaiti 
Auditors'Society to duscwsstheecon- 
omicrepon, that the report induded-in 
the<^- very good recommendatioiis, 
adding that Umm- recommendations 
were not new. They were induded-in 
most of the previous economic reports 
that the govenunent had prepared in 
thepasL . 

He emphasised on the importance of 
implementation which in his views 
“looks to be dim.” In his lengthy leo- . 
ture, siqipoited by facts and figures, 
Saadoun stressed that there has been a 
^ve misconc^tion about the defini- 
tion of economic recession or boost He 
added that by economic recessioa or 
it is meanf* the. production 
process, measured by the total growth 
rates, manpower, its prodnctivity and 
quality and thdr effect on the haQ>pce« 
of prices, public treasury and the net 
dealings of the country with the outside 
world.” • 

Saadoun emphasised chat taking 
into oondderation this dear definition 
“We have had no real growth over the 
past 30 ''ye^ with the excqition of 
those resulting frcnn the incrrase in oil 


prices and its production and these are 
. not in the production proc^*’ There is 
not enoum production uni ts to accom- 
modate the manpower. 

There aie umts through which reven- 
ues from oil are dinributed.” For this 
we have been suffering Grom a severe 
masked unemployment and expecta- 
tions for the ibnire could be more dan- 
gerous, Saadoun sud. We have stopped 
caring for the price balances. On the 
contract, inflation has become an 
essential in our definitionof econ- 
omic actirity. When prices of land 
inciease, followed by'mices in costs of 
brtiiymg, increase in rents and majority 
of people are adversely affected. 

He added that on the same lines, 
when the pito of shares go up toaffed 
an increase in cost of livi^ then econ- 
omic activation is successful. And, 
when the state declares a deficit in the 
budgiet and imposes diarges on services 
and does hot mpose taxes on the 
thi^ bdieve that the economic activa- 
tion is achieved. Thus, we have been 
. using wrong definitions and terms for 
the' economic activation we want to 
achieve, Saadoun said. 

He said that the economic revival 
r^rt is a-oondusimi of two rqmrts, 
presented by the government and the 
Qiamber of Conmeree and Industiy. 
He said that although parts of the 
Camber's report were included in the 
final joint rqport, but is proposals oh 
the settlement of the difficult bank 
debts, were ruled out He feared that 
recommendations other than those 
retatihg to the difficult loans, may .not 
beimpu&Doented. 

In his lecture, Saadoun tackled the 
various recommendations in the 


r^it Concerning promoting the role 
of the private sector to share in the 
country's developmental process, 
Saadoun said that it was dim to the 
government poU^ in the past that the 
role of the private sector was min' 
imised. 

It has become a very weak sector 
concentrating on exdiangiiig assets ins- 
tead of investing iu He said that the 
absence of a deramnnent strategy to 
detemiine the role of the private sector, 
has left the private sector on the peri- 
phery of the national economy . 

He said that the report should have 
adopted the Oiamb^ of Commerce 
proposal in “the need to adopt a new 
economic course within the framework 
of a clear devdopment strategy.'* 

On the real estate sector, Saadoun 
criticised tteproposal to establish new 
border dries by mvolving the jmvate 
sector in the construction. He said that 
the state would qiend, unnecessarily, 
fai^ amounts on these dries. He alra 
raued doubts on the reality of the 
figures about the number of vacant 
apartments in. Kuwait at present. 
Saadoun said that even if the figures 
were correct, most of the vacant apart- 
ments are concentrated in one area. He 

ban Kun^^ from ^^^^noftieir 
houses, saying this will have no impor- 
tant baring on the teal estate marto. 

He said that theoritically, the 
proposals of the report on activation 
themdustiy and trade sectors aiegood, 
but we need to wait and see what can be 
in^ementecL However, be ejected to 
the proposal callmg for dosing down 
the Friday maricet(Haraj). He said that 
the Friday market poses no real threat 


to the commercial market 

Saadoun stressed that there still 
exists a misconception about the actual 
rote of the Kuwait Stock Exchange 
market. He said that only 59 per cent of 
coo^nies in the market adiievc 
prof& and tl^ distribute half the 
profits distributed by other world 
markets, in spite of the f^ that there 
are no taxes in Kuwah. 

He said that any reform process in 
the market should start by a process of 
shake-iqi to the companies financial 
poations and managereents and all 
so^ and political conaderaiions must 
stay away m this connectioo. 

He said that although the “good 
recommendations included in the 
rqx>rt were not new and were repeated 
in many previous reports, but the 
problem remains with imptementa- 
tion.” He said that past experience tells 
us that the previous attempts on shak- 
ing-up the financial positions and man- 
agements of the companies were not 
oonecL Altbwgfa some good effort 
was exerted by honest people in this 
issu^ but the obstacle was always 
poUtieal and social and not technicaL, 
he stressed. 

But Saadouo's most severe criticism 
was directed to the report’s proposals 
on setUement the difficult bank debts. 
He described this part as “the most 
dangerouspart in the report”. Substan- 
tiatmg his conclusion with figures, 
Saadoun sud that the total bad debts is 
KD 2.2 bOlion, only KD900 million of 
them are mortgage Thus, the total 
deficit is KD 1.3 billion. He said that the 
number of debtors covered by the 
programme is 1,350 debtors of whom 
the deficit of 450 of them is KD17 


million, the deficit of 255 of them is 
KD27 million, deficit of 338 is KDl 16 
minion, defidt of another 338 debtors is 
KDl, 140 million and defidt of 99 deb- 
tors is KD900 million. The number of 
programme debtors represents only 2.7 
per cent of all bank oebiors. He said 
that 33 per cent ofthe debtors share 1.3 
per cent of the defidt, 1 7 per cent ofthe 
debtors share in 2.1 per cent of tiie 
defidt value, which means that half of 
the debtors share only 3.4 per cent of 
the total defidt. 

The rest 50 per oentof the debtors 
share 96.6 per cent of the defidt value, 
half of them share only 8.9 per cent of 
the defidt and the second half share 
87.7 percent 

Moreover, official statistics show 
that 99 individuals and establishments 
or just 7 per cent of the total debtors 
sh^ 61 .5 per cent of the defidL Thus, 
we can simply conclude that the 
problem is a problem of few individuals 
and not a public issue, Saadoun said. 
He added tliat these individuals and 
economic establishments, if failed, 
won!i lead to an economic catastrophy 
in Kuwait. The result of the govern- 
ment progran^ for settling these 
debts IS that it has protected these 
defidt debtors from the law and in 
return we have got nothing for the 
public. 

Saa^un added that the propamnw 
did not come to protect banu. This 
could ^ve been aone by tracking the 
banksdirecUy , without ^ matter com- 
ing through settling debts, Saadoun 
sara. The tanks had the ri^t to refer 
th^ debtors to courts in order to 
ensure they are really in bad financial 
portions, and the programme stopped 


this right. He said that besides harming 
the financi^ positions ofthe banks, the 
debts settlement programme protected 
defaulten! and did not rcu'ard honest 
debtors who abide by ihe programme 
and paid ewrything they have. He des- 
cribe the progr^me as similar to the 
Manakh solutions. He said that 
because of the programme, the com- 
mercial banks reclaimed much less of 
whai it could have in normal condi- 
tions. The result, he said, is that we have 
five tanks out of six facing deficit, and 
that the Kuwaiti banks are classified as 
“risky banks". 

He said that the programme did not 
solve the problem of the banks, but 
rather made more complicated and 
tead to increasing its financial deficits. 
About the government proposal to sup- 
port the banks financi^y, he expected 
the amount to be between KD700- 
1.000 million, stressing that had the 
government been more careful in 
scrutinising the financial positions of 
the "main debtors", it would have 
reclaimed much more than it is going to 
reclaim under the programme. 

* On his part, chairman of the Bank of 
Kuwait and the Middle East, Ali 
Rashaid Al Badei, who spoke at the 
same seminar, hoped that the 
implementation of the economic 
recommendation would greatly benefit 
theKuwaiticconomy. Hedesoibed the 
recommendations as “comprehensive 
and have tackled all the economic sec- 
tors." He predicted that the implemen- 
tation of some of the recommendation 
would face a number of obstacles, but 
added that the government is serious in 
implementation. "

Japanese aid plays a key role, says analyst 


TOKYO, Jan 22: From South Korea 
to Thailand, across the vibrant sweep 
of Padfle Asia, the hum of economic 
activity has become almost de^en- 
ing. And for the most [«rt, the tune 
these countries are playing has been 
composed in Japan. 

Even the casual travdler throu^ 
Asia cannot help but feel the increas- 
ingdominanceth^ Japan exerts over 
Che economic life of the most 
populous warn of the globe. The 
* streets are fUlM with Toyotas and the 
homes with Sony televisions. The 
roads and dams are construeted with 
J^ianese foreign aid. And the new 
factories, which employ millions of 
Asian workers, are financed by 
Japanese corporations. 

A few simple facts bear Ibis out: 

■ Japan provides 65 per cent of all 
the funds (both goveroment aid and 
private investment) that flow into the 
rest of Italic A^ 

■ Japan is the larg^ aid donor to 

every country in Asia except Pakis- 
tan, and the source of 64 cent of 

the aid to the developing countries of 
Southeast Asia. 

■ Japan’s total trade with Asia is 
now the largest of any nation, and its 
imports from Pacific Asia have 
ah^t doubled in the past two years. 

“Japan is the most important 
player," says Thai economist Twat- 
chai Yonj^ttikul. “For the most 
part, Europe has ignored this part of 
the world." 

And increasiody, so has the 
United States. “Something went 
wror^in the US,” says Yongunikul, 
the director of the TluulaDd Devel<^ 
ment Research Institute, who 
laments theloss ofeompetitiveness in 
US industry. 

'Die degm of dependence is worr- 
isome even to tho^ who welcome 
Japan’s economic role. 

*‘We need balance," says Thai 
economist Banyat SurakanviL “If 
the whole world relies on Japanese 
tndust^, what wQ] happen?” ht asks 
rhetori^y. Some others, in Asia 
and outside, are concerned that 


Japan is trying to rebuild the 
“Greater Bast Asian Co-Promerite 
Sphere.” as its World War II 
propaganda called it — this time 
without using military force. 

But most experts interviewed in 
Japu, the US, and in'k^ Aaan 
nations say Japan’s apparent domin- 
ation is not the pr^uct of a concer- 
ted plan to gain ragional b^emony. 
Rather, it is the result of market for- 
ces as Japan adjusts to the leap in the 
yen’s value since late 1985. 

A September 1985 agreement 
among the major industrial nations 
to force a realignment of currency 
vai ues triggered a sharp dedine in the 
dollar and a i^id rise of the Japanese 
yen, along with the German mark. 

The aim was to reverse the 
American trade imbalance by mak- 
ing US products cheaper and foreign 
goods more expensive. 

Japan's huge trade surplus has 
declined somewhat, as imports grew 
by 14 percent in 1987 and ^ percent 
in 1988. Domestic demand, rather 
than exports, became the driving fac- 
tor for growth. 

The currency change also had the 
effect of transforming Japan into the 
largest source of cafMtal in the world. 
By late 1986, in dollar terms, Japan's 
w^efa had increased by about SO per 
cent 

But fbrAsia, themajor effect of tfae 
yen’s rise was to boost the cost of 
production at home. In response, 
Japanese firms moved increasing 
amounts of tbdr production over- 
seas in search of cheaper labour, land 
and other costs.

Japan to resume 
lending to Beijing 


Loans for projects involving human needs 


TOKYO, Jan 22, (Reuter): 
Japan has decided to resume 
limited government loans to Bmj- 
ing dunng a visit by .the head of 
China's state planning commis- 
sion to discuss full restoration of 
economic ties, officials and 
djplomatssaid today. 

They also said i&viet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev's worsempg 
plight could help China improve 
ties with the West 

A government official said 
Japan bad agreed to grant loans 
for projects involving “human 
needs,” a dedaon conveyed in 
Beijing last week by a Japanese 
foreign ministry offidaL 

The loans, part of an 810 
trillion-yen ($5.6 billion) package 
promis^for 1990-95, were susp- 
ended in protest against China’s 
military crackdown on pro- 
democracy protests in June last 
year. Credits from the* World 
Bank and other Western govern- 
ments were also suspended. 

The loans will be discussed 
during talks this week in Tokyo 
between Japanese leaders and 
the head of the commission. Zou 
Jiahua, the first Chinese leader to 
visit Japan since the crackdown. 

Today, Zou met Minister of 
' International Trade and Indus- 
try Hikaru Matsunaga as well as 
fonner Pr^er Noboru Take- 


shita and Shintaro Abe. 

After the lifting of martial law 
in Bdjing eariier this month, the 
Unit^ States announced it 
would lift its ban on Worid Bank 
loans and support those involv- 
ing "human needs.” Japan is foll- 
owing the same policy, the 
offidal said. 

For China, the resumption of 
the loans represents a vital first 
step to the full restoration of 
economic ties with the Western 
worid, from which it urgently 
needs investment and tech- 
nology as well as loans. 

An Asian diplomat said the 
plight of ^viet leader Gorba- 
chev was a blessing in disguise for 
Beijing. 

“If Gorbachev fell from 
power, he would be replaced by a 
hardliner, who mi^t fonn an 
alliance with the hardliners in 
Beijing,” he said. "This is the US 
strate^ ni^tmare. The worse 
Gorbachev looks, the softer (US 
Presideot George) Bush will be 
towards China.” 

The government official said 
the impormnee of Zou's visit was 
symbolic, in showing that Japan- 
ese leadeis would meet a top 
Chinese official, but would not 
have concrete re^ts.

Japan has no independent 
policy, SO its leaders are limited in 
what they can promise Zou.

Iran to legalise money-changers 


NICOSIA, Jan 22, (Reuter): Iran said today it was 
legalising money ch^gjng, outlawed and reviled as 
a parasitic profession soon after the 1979 Islamic 
revolution. 

The measure announced by the Central Bank is 
the latest by President Aii Akbar Hasbemi Rafsan- 
jani’s government to ease state controls on the 
economy and promote tte private sector. 

A statement by the bank read on Tehran radio 
said prospective money changers wfao have "general 
qualifications,” a permanent place of business and 
guarantees of at 1()0 million rials ($1.4 million 
at the of^^ exchange rate) may apply for a permit 
from Saturday.

ALGIERS, Jan 22, (Reuter): Algeria’s taxi- 
drivers all share the same nigbtmare — ammor 
bunq) that could put them out of business for 
months.

Soviet rock opera 


Celebrating a 
new beginning 


NEW YORK, (AP): The firsi 
Soviet rock opera, a production 
that dales from the Brezhnev era. 
bas come to New York with the 
original cast but new optimism. 

In the conciuding scene, the 
narrator tells the audience that 
the opera's Russian hero and his 
American lo\'er iricri to bridge 
the distance between the two- 
countries with Love. The entire 
cast of 60 then sings 
“Hallelujah” with such abandon 
that the tragic finale is all but 
forgotten. 

“Eight years ago, when we 
sang 'Hallelujah* about a Soviet- 
American love affair, it was vir- 
tually an act of sedition.'* Yelena 
Shaiuna, the lead female singer, 
recalls. 

“Now, it's celebrating a new- 
beginning." 

Even the name of the opera hus 
changed with the limes. * 1*0 the 
original title, "Junon and Avos," 
pnMUcers Lucy Jarvisand I^erre 
Cardin have attached a subtitle: 
“The Hope.” 

Whether the good feelings and 
exotic music will succeed in fill- 
ing New York's City centre 
theatre for the five-week run is 
still uncertain. A spokesman said 
ticket sales were slow before the 
Jan 5, opening but have picked 
up since the first reviews 
favouratrie though not ecstatic 

— appeared last week. 

Regardless of whether the S2- 

million production is a commer- 
cial success, its arrival represents 
the culmination of an extraor- 
dinary political journey. 

When it somehow squeaked 
past the censors in 1981. the 
opera caused a sensation in Mos- 
cow. Though set in 1806, it con- 
tained a thinly disguised 
caricature of Leonid Brezuiev as 
a doddering old man urith a chest 
full of medals and a gold mask 
with huge eyebrows. 

That, alone, might have 
ensured a throng of Soviet 
theatregoers. But Andrei Vos- 
neseD£l^. a leading Soviet poet, 
added two other politically dar- 
ing elements in hU Ubretio. One 
was a reverent treatment of 
religious symbols, including 
words from the Russian orth- 
odox mass. 

' The other was an implied mes- 
sage that- the Soviet Union 
shared the blame fbr an impasse 
in relations with the United 
States, That message was expres- 
sed through the story of (jiount 
Nikolai Rezanov, who 
courageously sails off to explore 
trading links with California — 
then a Spanish colony — and 
falls in love with the governor's 
daughter. 

“Junon and Avos," named for 
Rezanov's two ships, ends in 
tragedy as politics and illness foil 
R^nov's mission and separate 
him from his lover, the beautiful 
Conchita. She waits 35 years for 
his return, then enters a convent 
when she l^ms he died before 
obtaining the Czar's permission 
to mairylier. 

Vosnesensky says the plot is 
loosely based on historical truth 

— there was, indeed, a Count 
Rezanov who helped found the 
Russian-American Trading Co., 
travelled to California in 1806 
and died in Siberia on his uray 
home. 

But the rest of the story is pure 
fiction. Vosnesensky now ackn- 
owled^ that be conceived it. 
following the outline of his 
earlier poem “Avos," as a meta- 
phor for the strained Soviet- 
American relations of the Brezh- 
nev era. 

“My hero, historical Count 
Rezanov. was not a great fighter 
for fre^oiti. But I have put m his 
mouth all the words of our 
intellectuals," Vosnesensky said 
in an interview in New York. 

“^^%en he says ‘The Russian 
empire is a prison,* our audiences 
understood what 1 was saying. 


No«'ii's<:i!:ayjus( to say it. Butin 
198! it wasn't okay. So 1 put the 
words in Rezanov's mouth — 
and It worked." 

It didn’t work right away, 
however. Vosncscn.sky and 
director Marc Zakharov 
repeatedly modified the opera in 
an clTori to gain pennission for it 
to open at Moscow's Lenin 
Komsomol Theatre. After the 
authorities had rebuffed them 
for the second or third time. Vos- 
nesensky recalls, he began to des- 
pair. 

“I was worried, but Zakharov 
said to me. ‘there is one more 
person 1 know who can help us.* 
So 1 didn't ask questions. 1 got in 
his car. we went to the main cath- 
edral of Moscow, and we lit can- 
dles to the Virgin Mary . 

“1 don't know whether maybe 
Zakharov called someone else 
(hut night. But (he nex( moning, 
‘Junon and .Avos' was allowed." 

Timothy Ryback. a Harvard 
University researcher who has 
wTiiten a book about rock 'n' roll 
in Eastern Europe and the Soviet 
Union, says that despite official 
condemnation, rock music had 
developed a huge fcrflowing in 
Russia by the end of the I9i^. 
Nes-ertheless. "Junon and Avos” 
is believed to have been the first 
full rock opera publicly staged in 
the Soviet Union. 

Cardin, the French fashion 
designer who has set up clothing 
factories in the Soviet Union, 
heard about the show and asked 
to see it while on a three-day 
business (rip (o Moscow in 1982. 

So the Ministry of Culture, 
eager to please the famous desig- 
ner and perhaps secure business 
links with his Fashion empire, 
moved the entire set and com- 
pany to a vacant theatre 25 miles 
(40 kilometres) outside Moscow. 
There, the ministry staged a com- 
mand performance on little more 
than a day's notice — much to 
Cardin's embarrassment , he 
said. 

Enraptured by the music — an 
eclectic mix of folk melodies, 
thumping electric guitars and 
gregorian chants arranged by 
contemporary composer Alauti 
Ribnikov — Cardin dedded on 
the i^t to try to bring the show 
to bis Paris th<

He says Soviet cultural 
officials tned to persuade him to 
lake the Bolshoi ^llet or the 
Moscow Circus instead, but be 
held firm and eventually got his 
wish after appealing to Brezh- 
nev's successor, Yun Andropov. 

“1 say I want to make some- 
thing young, for the young peo- 
ple," Cardinrecalled."! tell them 
the Bolshoi, that is from before 
the revolution." 

Then, just a few days before 
the show’s Paris opening in Sep- 
tember 1983. a Soviet fighter 
pilot shot down Korean Air 
Lines flight 007, with 269 people 
aboard, after it apparently 
strayed into Soviet airspace over 
the sea of Japan. Suddenly, Car- 
din began to worry about bomb- 
ings and security. 

“My friends say to me, ’Pierre, 
you cannot do this (opera) now, 
because if you do that, your 
theatre — poof — bomb. Praple 
were so mad. Bui 1 say I make this 
only for talent, for respect for the 
Russia. 1 am not a politictan," 
Cardin said. 

Although the Paris produc- 
tion went off without a hitch, 
Cardin said he hesitated to bring 
“Junon and Avos" to the Uni&d 
States until superpower relations 
began to improve under Soviet 
President Mikhail Gorbachev. 

The arrangements in New 
Y ork were made by M rs. J arvis, a 
New York television and 
theatrical producer who took the 
Broadway musical “Sophis- 
ticated Ladies'* on a seven-week 
tour of the Soriei Union in the 
fall of 1988.

Acupuncture^ whether in humans or animals, 
consists ofstimuIatiDg precise points on the surface 
of the body. Traditionally, the stimulus is insertion 
of extremely fine ne^les; more recently, 
ultrasound arid lasers also are used. 

In traditional Giinese thought, each human or 
animal is bom with a fixed amount ofeneigy, called 
“chi." Energy imbalance, from external or mtemaJ 
causes, is thought to be the underlying reason for 
disease. By treating certain reflex points, the 
acupuncturist helps Uie body balance its own vital 
energies. 

Laboratory studies have round that this balanc- 
ing occurs primarily through the nervous system, 
altiiough physiological meebanisms siicb as hor- 
mooes also are involved, the intemational veterin- 
ary acupuncture society says. Balancing can adjust 
Mood flow, nerve and muscle tone, honnone levels

The American Veterinary Medical Association 
endorsed acupuncture in 1988 as valid treatment, 
but it hasn’t totally accepted by veterinarians. 

“Some think it ispreity stran^and othen accept 
it quite readily," said M^ormiclc. Ms. Soader said 
her colleagues were skeptical when she started 
tiring acupuncture right years ago. “U didn't 
bother me. 1 said, ‘just giveme a chara.' Now most 
of them are very wUling. Now they refer clients to 
me." 

Acupuncture makes up a major part of McCor- 
mick's practice in ^flrg>nla’s horse country, where 
many owners and trainers insist on it. “My dieots 
have come to expect expertise from me on that — 
mostly because tnehorses have done weU,“Hesaid. 
“At its best, it's effective 80 per cent of the time." 

Acupuncture started out as a small part of Ms. 
Snader's practice, but “the demand Wame so 
It that I had to up my traditional practice 
lusc 1 did not have time to do !l" 

While McCormick, and Ms. Snader deal 
primarily with horses, amipunenire can be used on 
any aniinal. “The Chinese use it on chickens, pigs, 
camds. water buffalo^" said McCormick. “You 
could use it on snakes for that matter." 

Kitty Beveridge, who trains show horses at her 
farm near Middlebuxg, swears by the technique. As 
McCormick applied needles to a horse, she des- 
cribed the “dramatic turnaround" ofa 3-year<iId 
tboroughbr^ treated for pun in its back and tegs. 
“He b^me much more relaxed through work and 


didn't try u> hurry.” 

McCormick treated three horses Ms. Beveridge 
piannorf to take to Florida for winter shows. He 
worked quickly, inserting needle into ^ horses’ 
backs, haunches and legs as she held their halters. 

A chestnut roan swung its head in a half-hearted 
attempt to nip McCormick, an expert on such 
equine disrespect after having horses kick him in 
the face and lie down on him. The worst he’s 
suTTered is a broken tooth. 

“Working back on this end. a kick could kill 
you,” McCormick said as he insened needles in an 
animal's hindquarters. 

He administered a mild sedative to two of the 
borsea to cut down on rambunctious behaviour as 
he made his way under and around them. He said 
the i^les ibemselves cause little pain and rarely 
require anesthesia. 

While needles are the preferred iinpleraent, por- 
table, banery-i^>m(ed l^rssonteiimsareusrilon 
sens tive reflex points because th^ are less intnirive 
than needles. Ultrasound machines provide deep 
heat and are useful for such diseases as arthritis. 

In addition to Chronic pain, acupuncture is used 
ID iitti a wide vari^ of animal ailments, includuig 
reproductive, urinary tract and abdominal 
problons. though MxCormick said it's not effec- 
tive for such problems as broken limbs or acute 
bacterial infections thai require antibiotics. 

He recalled the case of an expensive race horse 
with an abdominal problem. The owner spent 
SSjiOO for surgery and 55,00 for treatment of 
colitis, but the horse kept having pain.

Hollywood: A novel of America in 1920’s 


HoDywood, By Gore Vidal 

GORE VIDAL brings his pano- 
ramic fictionalised vision of 
American history, already sket- 
ched in such best-sellers as 
•*Burr” and *‘Lincoln,” into the 
20th century mth “Hollywood", 
which he situates with his sub- 
title: “A Novel of America in the 
1920s." 

But don't let the title fool you. 
“Hollywoi^" is a bicoastal 
no^ with the Washington of 
llthlson and Harding administra- 
tions playing as central a role as 
the Hollywood of D.W. Griflith. 
Charlie Chaplin, Mary Pickford 
and Donbas Fairbanks. 

What, has always been most 
fascinating and pleasurable 
about Vida's historical fiction 
— and what sets him several cuts 
above most practitioners of the 
craft — is the unconventional, 
off-beat perception he brings to 
historical research. That pemp- 
tion is always an angle neither 
novelist nor mstorian would gen- 
erally exploit, but one that Vidal 
presses to fi^b understandings 
of history we thought we knew. 

In thb case ii is the linking of 
the fledgling “photo-play" 
industry in Hollywood to 
Washington cmliti^ and tbe 
gradual unfoloing that the new 
medium was a powerful tool to 
alter citizens beliefs about them- 
selves and tbe world. 

Vidal recounts his history 
' through a cast of both historic^ 
and fictional characters. 

Most central among.the latter 
is Caroline Sanford, co-publi- 
sher of the Washington Tribune 
and a descendant of Aaron Burr. 
On the eve of the US entry into 


World War 1, Caroline travels to 
Hollywood, first to con^inoe the 
industry to make propaganda 
films, then staying to produce 
and act in pictures. She retains 
her links with the powerful in 
Washington even as she grows 


It is hard to read “Hollywood" 
vdthoul placing it against the 
backdrop of the Reagan admin- 
istration, which also fuiniled the 
link of Washington and Holl- 
ywood.

MONTE CARLO, Jan 22. 
(Reuter): One competitor was 
killed and another seriously 
injured when a car plun^d off 
the road into a ravine dunng the 
second stage of the Monte (^lo 
rally today, organisers said. 

They said the car was a 
privately entered Renault driven 
by Frenchman Jean-C^ude Bct- 
taudiere, who was severely 
injured. HU co-driver FrancU 
Malaussene was killed outright. 

The car left the road on a shaip 
bend and dropped 200 metres 
into a ravine on the first of the 


day's six special limed sections. 

The Iasi fatal accident in the 
raUy occurred last year when two 
Sw^ish spectators were killed 
after Italian Aiessaodrio Fiorio's 
Lancia left the road. 

Organisers said later that Ber- 
laudiere was flown by helicopter 
to a Montpellier hospital where 
he was in critical condition. 

Malaussene's death was the 
first in a major rally since Por- 
tugueM driver Augusto Mendes 
dira when his Opel Kadett plun- 
ged into a ravine in the Por- 
tuguese rally last March. 


. The crash happened on the 
first of the day's six special timed 
sections in an accident black spot 
area between the Ray-Pic water- 
fall and the villa^ of Perevres in 
the Ardeche region. 

In a fated day for the Monte 
Carlo rally, the second special 
timed section was cancelled after 
a delay caused by a spectator 
falling off a rock onto the course 
before the cars had passed. 

The spectator was seriously 
injured and the race was held up 
while an ambulance took him to 
hospital. That incident hap-

pened in the same area as last 
year's fatal accident. 

The rally continued with the 
third special stage. 

Yesterday Juha Kankkunen. 
twice a winner of the rally and 
one of the favourites for this 
year's race, was forced topull out 
after leaving the road in the first 
stage. 

Organisers said the Finnish 
driver's Lancia went off the road 
during the fifth of the day's six 
special timed sections and he had 
to pvt up. 

Kankkunen won the 1986 and 
1987 Monte Carlo rallies before 
learing the Italian stable for 
Toyota for two years. He 
rejmned Lancia thU season.

Anti-apartheid 
leader gets 
death threat 


JOHANNESBURG, Jan 22. 
(Reuter): An anti-apartheid 
leader said yesterday be had 
recei^d a telephoned death 
threat from the president of tte 
South African Cricket Union 
(Sacu) over a rebel tour by Eogl- 
isfa crkkelers. 

Krish Naidoo, general 
secretary of the National Sports 
Congress (NSC), said Geoff 
Dakin told him his life would be 
in danger if anything happened 
to any of the English playei^ 
here on a seven-week tour in 
defiance of an international 
sports boycott of South Africa. 

Sacu managing director All 
Bacher said Dakin bad described 
the allegation as “ridiculous" 
and denied telephoning Naidoo. 
Dakin himself could not 
immediately be reached for com- 
ment. 

Naidoo told Reuters Dakin 
made the threat yesterday morn- 
ing but had used the name ofMr 
Abbot when be called. 

**i have spoken to Geo fTDaJcin 
several times before a^ I recog- 
nised his voice immediately. I 
called him Geoff throughout the 
conversation although he never 
admitted it was him." 

Naidoo said he asked the caller 
if he realised what be was saying 
but “be said he didn't care. He 
said if anything happened to the 
English cricketers my life was in 
danger."
